Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio, said 
Wednesday five of the nation’s

Another six, he said, paid ef­ 
fective tax rates of less than IO 
|H*r cent. 
Testifying at a Joint Congress- 
hearing on “ lax subsidies and 
tux reform,” Vanik said 1971 
figures are available on 48 of 
the nation's IOO top industrial 
corporations. 
Ile said the amount of tax­ 
able income of the five corpn 
rations that totally escaped fed­ 
eral tax, due to a w ide range of 
tax subsidies, was $382 million.
